Tor these men, on farms big and little, have 
deliberately started to raise more hogs, more 
chickens, more cattle than they can feed with 
the crops they raise. 

They are going to need to buy lots of corn, 
feed wheat, barley and oats before the 1943 
hogs go to market, before the 1943 pullets start 
laying, before the 1942 heifers are milked. 

The feed exists. We have on hand enormous 
supplies of wheat for feed; we have more corn 
than ever before; we have, across the line in 
Canada, huge stocks of wheat, barley and oats. 

But can these be moved to the farms at the 
right time and at the right price? 

Last week, farmers got a little reassurance. 
Congress belatedly passed a bill authorizing 
the Commodity Credit Corporation to sell 
100,000,000 bushels of government wheat at 
corn parity prices. 

That will help, but it is a drop in the bucket. 
Feed will not move freely until Congress de- 
feats the Pace bill—which would push up feed 
prices; permits importation of Canadian feed, 
and turns over much more of our own wheat 
supply to be sold at feed prices at the discre- 
tion of the Food Administrator.

They show 
visitors the old Lowden farm. To them, and 
to many other Iowa farm people, Frank Low- 
den remained one of their own kind. 

Illinois farmers felt the same way. Lowden 
not only owned and lived on a big Illinois 
farm, but he was active in the details of farm- 
ing and of farm organization. He worked with 
breed associations, with cooperative groups, 
with the AAA. 

When he died last week, at 82, farmers over 
the United States remembered him first as one 
of the few men of national prominence who, in 
the ’20’s, saw the farm problem clearly and 
tried to do something about it. 

Farmers were then staggering under the im- 
pact of the first post-war deflation and under 
the threat of unmanageable surpluses. Neither 
great political party was inclined to be much 
concerned. Lowden, Republican leader, did his 
best to make his party into the party of pro- 
gressive agriculture. He failed, as many others 
did, but he did help both farmers and city peo- 
ple to see the task ahead, and hé prepared the 
way for the farm programs that began in 1933.

to move the date up to September 1 or earlier, 
Ten per cent were undecided. No doubt, the 
legislature will give attention to farm views 
on these points. 

Special credit should be given to the Iowa 
Farm Bureau Federation for presenting the 
case adequately to the supreme court. Often 
a farm case, of great importance to all agri- 
culture, is lost because nobody is willing or 
able to do the work which is involved in 
court hearing.

Appointment May Be of Help in Blocking 
Pace and Bankhead Bills in Congress 


eee D. C.— 
Chester C. Davis, vet- 
eran farm leader, former 
administrator of the AAA, 
former farm member of the 
Federal Reserve’ Board, 
now president of the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank of St. 
Louis, has been named by 
President Roosevelt to take 
over the duties of Food 
Administrator. 

This puts Davis in charge 
of food production (includ- 
ing AAA), food distribution, labor 
supply and other functions formerly 
under Wickard as Secretary of Ag- 
riculture. It leaves Wickard only 
the routine bureaus of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 

Wickard’s food program, altho 
largely successful as shown by the 
intention-to-plant reports, was being 
crippled by opposition in congress 
and from some farm organizations. 
Livestock production was hbeing 
checked by refusal of the farm bloc 
to permit release of adequate amounts 
of wheat at feed prices, by over- 
pricing of cotton and tobacco, by the 
attempt to raise feed price ceilings, 
by failure to approve incentive pay- 
ments on war crops, and by attacks 
on an effective farm labor program, 


Apparently, the administration 
hopes that Davis will be able to 
line up farm organizations and 
enough congressmen in favor of 
the 1943 farm program, so that 
these barriers to production can 
be removed. 

The Davis appointment may give 
additional strength to the adminis- 
tration’s effort to fight off the Bank- 
head bill, which would prohibit de 
ductions of government benefit pay- 
ments in fixing price ceilings on ag- 
ricultural products, and the Pace 
bill, requiring inclusion of all labor 
costs in computing parity prices. 

Altho no definite word had come 
from President Roosevelt in regard 
to either measure, statements and 
speeches of Economic Stabilization 
Director James F. Byrnes indicate 
that the Pace bill and most probably 
the Bankhead bill would be vetoed. 

Supporters of the farm price bills 
declare they will pass the measures 
over a presidential veto. 

The thing about the Pace bill 
that causes the administration 
most concern is the probability 
that it would boost livestock and 
poultry feed costs and thereby 
upset present feeding ratios. 





The national average parity price 
of corn, the basic livestock feed crop, 
would be increased from about $1 to 
about $1.16 a bushel under the Pace 
bill. Under terms of the Bankhead 
bill, the government could not put a 
ceiling on corn at less than $1.16. 

The administration feels that many 
livestock feeders, particularly those 
who must buy feed, would cut down 
on their production unless prices of 
meat animals, milk, butterfat, chick- 
ens and eggs were raised according: 
ly. Even at present price relation- 
ships, with corn under a ceiling of 
about 92 per cent of present parity, 
many feeders are having difficulty. 

The Pace bill would not bring 
about an increase in prices of hogs, 
cattle, milk and poultry products cor- 
responding to the increase that would 
result in corn and other feed costs.

They Like Curves 
In Corn Fields 


Farmers in Two Counties Say Contouring 
Saves Soil, Moisture and Grows More Corn 


“_ SLEEP better nights since 
we plant the corn around the 
slopes instead of up and down them,” 
said Dwight Ridnouer, of Marion 
county, lowa. “Yes, and we some- 
times rest better during the day,” 
added Floyd Ridnouer, brother and 
farming partner, who recalled that 
they used to rush out to the corn 
field after a big rain to see if the 
corn had washed out. 

The Ridnouer brothers live on a 
193-acre farm south of Knoxville. 
They were among the first to co- 
operate with the Marion County Soil 
Conservation District. They were 
laughed at some at first—folks asked 
if they didn’t get dizzy following the 
contoured rows. 


But the brothers were -good- 
natured, and now folks ask ques- 
tions but don’t laugh. There are 
198 farms cooperating with the 
Marion County Soil Conservation 
District, and 250 more have asked 
for help, according to Clay C. 
Barnett, district soil conserva- 
tionist. 


Every visitor asks the same ques- 
tions, and on this cold March day 
they came again: “Doesn't it take 
lots more time to cultivate those 
short rows? How do vou keep the 
weeds out of the corn when you can’t 
check it and plow crosswise?” 

Dwight Ridnouer knew there would 
be still more questions, so he led the 
way to the cow barn and turned on 
the electric lights. After the young 
purebred Jerseys were looked over, 
he explained the contour farming as 
he and his brother practice it. 

“It takes a little more time,” he 
said, “but we are farther ahead by 
doing it. It takes less tractor fuel on 
the level rows, for one thing, and pro- 
duces bigger crops. 

“But if it didn’t increase the yields, 
we would farm that way anyway, be- 
cause it keeps the soil from washing 
away.” 

At this point, Floyd Ridnouer ex- 
piained that fields that were not con- 
toured could be worked several days 
sooner in the spring and after a big 
rain. “That proves that the water 
runs off more on land that is not con- 
toured, and you can be sure when 
water runs off, dirt goes with it.” 

The Ridnouers think corn yields are 
considerably higher on contoured 
land. “Forty bushels used to be top 
here,” said Dwight, “but now yields 
are 40 to 60 bushela Of course, 1942 
was a good vear,” he admitted, “but 
there were other good years—1932, 
for instance, and last year’s yields 
topped that year by a big margin.” 


What is this soil conservation 
plan and what does it include? 
The brothers looked at H. J. 
Chandler, of the Marion County 
Soil Conservation Service, who 
had been listening to the conver- 
sation, for the answer. 


“The plan is much more than sim- 
ply contouring,” said Chandler. “It 
includes a complete plan of liming, 
fertilizing and legumes in the rota- 


tion. The farmer signs this plan as a 
cooperator, 

“The farmer who applies for help 
gets it without cost,” Chandler con- 
tinned. “If he wants terraces, we do 
the surveying, as terraces, to be any 
good, must be accurately located. If 
the strip-cropping method is chosen 
by the farmer, we help him lay out 
the contour lines at the start. 

“We also work out with the farmer 
a plan of rotation,” said Chandler. 


“Each field is numbered, and a three 
four or five-year rotation is ar: need 
according to the type of land and the 
number of livestock kept. 

That’s the plan that Marion county 
farmers are taking hold of. New 
operators are coming in all the time 
and others are adopting the practices 
who are not listed as cooperator: 

Only a few miles northwest of the 
Ridnouer farm, Lester Younes has 
his contour lines marked with one 
furrow ready for the time when fielq 
work will begin. 

















Contour lines can be made with 
ne this simple device used 


by the Marion county SCS. The right: 
hand upright swings free and hasa 
weight on the lower end. The bar at 
the top is exactly at right-angles with 
the weighted upright, and is there 
fore kept level at all times. The op 
erator sights across the upper bar to 
determine the direction of the con 
tour line.

tion and preservation program. 

Victory gardening will be their 
specific responsibility, along with 
help in poultry work and other food 
production tasks. Their aim will be 
to produce all the small fruits and 
vegetables their families need dur- 
ing the summer, next winter, and 
until fresh supplies in their 1944 
gardens are ready for use. 

Representatives of five organized 
youth groups met at Iowa State Col- 
lege, in Ames, early this spring to 
talk over last year’s accomplish- 
ments and to make plans for 1943. 
They made a radio transcription 
urging all young people to relieve 
their parents for heavier food pro- 
duction jobs by assuming responsi- 
bility for gardening work. 

Adult advisors to the youth groups 
have formed a committee to help 
formulate plans for the most effi- 
‘cient program possible. 


Thinking of their fathers, 
brothers and sisters on the fight- 
ing front, these young people 
are enthusiastic and willing to 
do the hard work that is neces- 
sary to produce sufficient food. 


The high production goals for 
1943, combined with the increased 
labor shortage on Iowa farms, makes 
the volunteer program of the Boy 
Scouts more significant than last 
year, when it was inaugurated. Near- 
ly 26,000 Boy Scouts tn Iowa volun- 
teered for training and practice and 
actually to help on Iowa farms.

More Room, Clean Ground, Help Flock 


Here are some suggestions on 
cutting down the poultry death 
and disease loss, by W. R. Whit- 
field, of lowa State College. 
Parasites keep on the job 24 
hours a day. The poultry keeper 
must think fast, work skillfully, 
to outwit them. 

O TRY producers must reduce 
P leath losses this vear if the de 
sired goals are to be realized. This 
is reflected by the decrease in the 
ratio of eggs and poultry meat pro- 
duced to the number of chicks start- 
ed and to the number of pullets put 
into the laying house during the past 
two years. 

The chicks hatched in 1941 ex- 
ceeded the 1940 crop by 26 per cent, 
and the number of pullets housed 
should have been proportionate. But 


because a 21 per cent mortality re- 
sulted by laying time, only 17 per 
cent more pullets were housed in 
the fall. 

In 1942, 20 per cent more chicks 


were hatched than in 1941, but only 
11 per cent more pullets were housed 
at laving time, 


lf this year finds diseases and 
parasites no better controlled, a 
loss of 36 per cent of the pullet 
flock can be expected before the 
birds start laying. 


Numbers alone are not the under- 
lying cause, altho increase in popu- 
lation is usually accompanied by a 
higher mortality. Crowded  condi- 
tions not only cause great injury, 
but cause flock owners to turn the 
chicks and hens out earlier to mingle 
tog 
The mistakes of the careless poul- 
tryman are the buying of unhealthy 
chicks, the provision of insufficient 
room in which to grow, and the lack 
of protection of the healthy chicks 
against the invasion of diseases and 
parasites. 

Who can be expected to remedy 
lilemma? Only the flock owner

Such a program perpetuates all of 
the organisms brought on the farm, 
for there is no chance for them to 
die o Birds which have suffered 
with q disease outbreak often re- 
cover from it. Those birds, being 
“carriers,” are a constant menace to 
the young flock which month after 
mont become susceptible to one 
disease after sentiver. 

A large portion of general farmers 
growing poultry ove veaiee the waste 
feed of the farm, and even consider 
the health of the flock enhanced by 
the exercise the birds get running 
over the farmstead.

Your corn planter is helping to

Here are some things you can do be- 
fore planting time to make sure your 
planter is in good working order: 


J}. Clean planter thoroughly. If 
clutch is open type (not enclosed), 
clean carefully with kerosene; use 
very little oil. 


2. Oil all work- 
ing parts except 
valves, using No. 
20 oil. (Follow the 
instruction book 
that came with 
your plaster if you 
still have it.) 


3. Check valves 
for adjustment, 
making sure there 
are no obstructions in shanks. 


4. Be sure drive chainis on correct 
sprocket for check-planting or drill- 
ing (whichever desired). 


5. Inspect all working parts for 
wear. Replace worn parts, if neces- 
sary. (On some planters check forks 
can be reversed.

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In war-time, many cash grain 
farmers are turning to livestock 
profitably. In this article, James 
J. Wallace, of the lowa State 
College Agriculturual Founda- 
tion, tells how one farm jumped 
income from $703 in 1939 to 
$3,875 in 1942. 

Part of this was war profit, 
resulting from buying grain out- 
side and feeding it at the cur- 
rent profitable corn- livestock 
ratio. But, even under ordinary 
conditions, heavier feeding of 
home-produced grain to livestock 
would yield greater income than 
the old crop-share plan.

The number of pigs raised was in- 
creased to 92, and a carload of plain 
cattle were fed. The landlord added 
a little hog equipment in the form 
of fencing and self-feeders.

Plain red yearling steers were 
chosen because the corn crop

available was large.

In 1942, a better quality of corn 
crop was raised, and so a carload of 
western yearling steers of good qual- 
ity were fed out.

It would be foolish to say that 
all cash grain farmers should 


attempt a program similar to 
this. Certain elements are nec- 
essary to successful completion. 
The operator should be the kind 
who likes to work with livestock, 
and who is willing to work hard all 
year, often taking time to “chore” 
for several hours besides doing a 





day’s work in the fields. 
The farm buildings and equipment 


should be suitable to a livestock pro-
